Majumdar or Ohbayashi teaches or suggests the use of polyvinyl alcohol as a binder in the colorant receiving layer, as recited in the 
presently amended Claim 1; however, this argument is not persuasive because the claim does not recite polyvinyl alcohol as a binder in 
the colorant receiving layer. In addition, Applicant has provided a declaration to show that the ink-jet recording sheets of the Examples of 
the present invention, in which a water-swellable synthetic mica is used, showed much better curling resistance than the ink-jet recording 
sheet of Comparative Example 3, in which the smectite is used; however, the declaration is not acceptable because there are more that 1 
different conditions between Example 1 and Comparative Example 3. The different conditions are: A: mica is used in Example 1, and 
Smectite is used in Comparative Example 3; B: the amount of mica is 40 parts in Example 1 , and the amount of Smectite is 100 parts in 
Comparative Example 3; C: PVA (Gosefinemer Z-100) is used in Example 1, and PVA (PVA-117) is used in Comparative Example 3; and 
D: the amount of PVA is 1 00 parts in Example 1 , and the amount of PVA is 200 parts in Comparative Example 3. It is not clear if condition 
A, B, C or D caused the differences in the final property.
